of the card in their simplicity. And 
the cards!

Victor Rivera 
going at John Tolos. Moondog 
Mayne and Chief Jay Strongbow. 

The magic that the Garden lent 
to these cards has, | admit, been 
embellished by the sympathetic 
haze of memory and by a little 
boy’s wondrous perspective. But 
not by much. What | remember 
most is the remarkable edge that 
the wrestlers displayed. To wrestle 
in the Garden was not only a treat 
for the fans to watch. The wres- 
tlers themselves often fought be- 
yond their capabilities, the famed 
Garden rafters providing inspira- 
tion, coaxing them into once-a-life- 
time performances. 

Love it or hate it, we must con- 
cede that New York inspires. If 
they scream for a curtain call in 
the Big Apple you know you've 
made it. To be part of a standing 
ovation at the Garden is to be 
part of history. The hairs on your 
body electrify, your face flushes, 
your legs tremble. Those who 
claim that the arena makes the 
event are referring to Madison 
Square Garden as the arena.

The WWF's primary concern 
used to be in the promotion of 
top-flight _ wrestling matches, 
something, | add _ peripherally, 
they did better than anyone else 
in the country. The results of the 
monthly Madison Square Garden 
cards immediately became the 
hottest item on the wrestling wire. 
As exciting as the matches them- 
selves was the trumpeted an- 
nouncement, happening right af- 
ter one of the several title 
matches, of next month’s card. A 


card that was sure to sell out with- 
in 72 hours. 

Today's WWF is not a wrestling 
federation. It’s a toy store. Instead 
of the functional 50-cent program 
that | used to buy, fans can now 
purchase a 32-page program for 
three dollars. Twenty of the 32 
pages are advertisements for 
WWF merchandise. The night's 
matches are printed on an en- 
closed flyer, the flip side of which 
is a merchandise order form. 

This might not bother you, dear 
reader, but it annoys me to the 
bone. Maybe it wouldn’t rub me 
so bad if | could anticipate an ex- 
citing title match. The possibiity of 
Hogan missing a legdrop and los- 
ing his belt is always cause for 
optimism. As | recall, Pedro Mo- 
rales and Bruno Sammartino de- 
fended their belts every month at 
the Garden. It was beyond com- 
prehension that either man would 
miss an opportunity to defend 
their belt in what has been re- 
ferred to time and again as “the 
mecca of wrestling.” After all, 
which arena did the WWF select 
as its site for it’s big pumpkin, 
WrestleMania? 

Now we're given a “live inter- 
view” and told to be satisfied. 
Now, it’s possible to go to Madi- 
son Square Garden and not see a 
single title match. Hogan hasn't 
seen the inside of the Garden in 
almost half a year. Some champ. 

My idea of a scintillating live 
wrestling show is not to sit and 
watch Roddy Piper call Bruno 
Sammartino a wop.

ATLANTA, GA; I’m often in the wrong place at the 
right time and this night was no exception. I was on 
my way from New York to Dallas, where I was 
hoping to catch a glimpse of Lance Von Erich, 
formerly Ricky Vaughn and currently Pacific North- 
west champion. My plane was delayed in Atlanta 
and then I was delayed at the bar. Like a goodly 
chunk of my life, the rest of the night’s memories 
went the way of the ice that cooled my Johnnie 
Walker Black. Fortunately, I have several dozen bar 
buddies and even one or two close friends in the 
Atlanta area, and I slept this one off in borrowed 
pajamas as my luggage was met, sans owner, in 
Dallas by a World Class representative. Oh well. My 
bread landed butter-side up though, since on tap, so 
to speak, the next night in The Omni, was a Ric 
Flair-Nikita Koloff title match in a cage. And since 
it’s my feeling that whenever Nikita Koloff is wres- 
tling, titles can change hands like money at a flea 
market, I decided to hang around for the battle. 
Age is life’s great Valium. After you’ve been 
around for a while, you grow accustomed to almost

anything. But nothing I’ve been exposed to in my 
long tenure behind the typewriter prepared me for 
this match.

him, thinking that maybe Barry 
could do for my father what | 
didn’t. 

Kendell was a shy boy and he 
loved school. Now, | liked school 
also because it allowed me a 
chance to play football. Kendell 
liked school because he liked to 
read. | always figured Kendell 
would be the boy to go on to Har- 
vard or USC and maybe on to law 
or medical school. And, of course, 
like any good daddy must, | always 
encouraged his academic interests, 
although | didn’t understand a hoot 
or holler of what he was talking 
about half the time. 

So what happens? Barry, the 
cowboy, goes. on to West Texas 
State, plays football, and becomes 
a professional wrestler. Kendell, the 
bookworm, reluctantly graduates 
from high school, becomes a gold- 
en gloves boxer, and a professional 
wrestler, too. Who can figure? If 
you've ever seen a jackalope bound 
on down the prairie then you know 
life can get mighty strange. 

It was rough going when Barry 
turned professional. First of all he 
was skinny as a fishing pole. | 
think he stood 6’5’’ and weighed 
something like 205 pounds. He 
was a strong kid, but too wiry, and 
he took a lot of punishment in his

first couple of matches. 
Now, | made a policy as soon as 
Barry turned pro that if ever he 
needed help, | would be there for 
him, although he’d have to ask me 
for it. Tough sonofagun that he is, 
Barry never once asked me _ for 
help. He even changed his name to 
disassociate himself from me and 
my ways. At first | was bristled. | 
admit it: my own flesh and blood 
turning his back on me. But then, 
the more | thought about it | real- 
ized that my boy belonged to no 
one, let alone an old bar pug like 
me. We love and respect each oth- 
er, but that don’t mean we gotta be 
carbon copies. 


Of course, since his debut, 


Barry’s put on close to damn near.

either. 

Kendell could hit, he could 
move, and he could take a punch. 
He looks like a turkey neck, too, 
standing there something close to 
6'6’"" and barely making 220 
pounds, but he has the ring smarts 
something fierce. Kendell is the 
youngest man ever to win the 
Southern title—he was just 19— 
and he did it as easy as you and | 
breathe air. Once he fills out, he 
will be an awesome sight to 
behold. 

It's tough to compare my two 
boys, probably because they are so 
similiar to one another. I’d say that 
where Barry is a little stronger, 
Kendell is a little quicker. Kendell’s 
boxing background makes him a 
slightly better defensive wrestler, 
but that’s a tough rap on Barry. 
Barry doesn’t know the meaning of 
the word -defense.

® The Road Warriors: Were They Getting Too Big For 
The AWA? (page 38): The AWA has been a hotbed of 
controversy regarding official decisions in 
championship matches. In recent months, AWA officials 
have overturned several decisions that would have 
caused illegal title changes in both the singles and tag 
team divisions. But when Jim Garvin and Steve Regal 
were assisted by The Freebirds in dethroning The Road 
Warriors, the officials claimed that there were no tapes 
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of the match. Only after Inside Wrestling learned that 
tapes did in fact exist, the AWA reversed past 
precedence and stated that the referee’s decision would 
remain final in all cases. Certainly, AWA officials have no 
reason to favor Regal and Garvin, Why, then, would the 
AWA change its policy in midstream and allow the 
Warriors to drown? 

@ The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express: Did NWA Officials Turn 
Their Backs on Morton and Gibson? (page 40): The 
manner in which Rick Morton and Robert Gibson lost 
the NWA World tag team belts to Ivan and Nikita Koloff 
didn’t come as a surprise to many wrestling fans. With 
Krusher Khrushchev at ringside for all of their recent 
title matches, it was only a matter of time before the 
Krusher would find the opportunity to interfere behind 
the referee’s back, providing his Russian friends with an 
unfair advantage that would ultimately cost The Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Express the championship. If everyone could see 
this coming, why then couldn't the NWA officials? Why 
didn’t the officials bar Khrushchev from ringside? Why 
didn’t they station an alternate official at ringside to 
prevent Khrushchev from interfering?

of who the champions were?

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The spectre of discrimination 
opens its foul mouth and the mouth 
spits. Word around the offices of the 
WWF is now that The Iron Sheik and 
Nikolai Volkoff no longer possess the 
title—which means no more 
champion’s clout: no more limos, no 
more penthouse suites, no more free 
long distance (and talk wasn’t cheap 
when Nikolai Volkoff and the Iron 
Sheik went to reach out and touch 
somebody; Teheran is $3.46 for the 


first minute, Moscow slightly higher), 
and, the key privilege now denied: 
They no longer have negotiating 
rights in choosing their opponents. 
Read: The Communists have been 
relegated to wrestling’s scrapheap. 

As long as Beefcake and Valiant 
remain champions, then the powers- 
that-be in the WWF have a 
convenient excuse not to make this 
match, For the same reason that Hulk 
Hogan needn't worry about wrestling 
Ricky Steamboat, a Beefcake-Valiant 
vs. lron Sheik-Volkoff match will 
never take place. Should Beefcake 
and Valiant stumble and lose their 
belts to a tandem of scientific 
wrestlers, then the Federation will be 
hard pressed not to grant the Iron 
Sheik and Volkoff a title match. 

The WWF did not reach its current 
plateau by reading turkey entrails. 
Just as they guessed that a large 
chunk of the nation would rather be 
entertained by pie fights and unholy 
wrestling ring marriages than by 
straightforward grappling, they are 
now guessing that this new patriotic 
boom, which has led a country to 
deify Bruce Springsteen and Lee 
lacocca, will keep at a minimum 
public pressure to give The Iron Sheik 
and Nikolai a chance to regain their 
titles. 

And to ensure against a backlash 
when the time comes and the 
Communists demand a title match, it 
appears as if the WWF is already 
laying its clever groundwork: The 
Iron Sheik and Nikolai Volkofff 
seemed to have their match against 
Davey Boy Smith and the Dynamite 
Kid well in hand when the two teams 
met recently at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden. 

As Volkoff lifted Smith up fora 
crunching bodyslam, the Dynamite 
Kid leaped off the top rope with a 
well-aimed dropkick that landed on 
his partner's back and felled the huge 
Russian with Smith on top for a pin. 
Tapes of the match clearly show the

illegality of the Kid’s move, but no 
effort has been made to alter the 
decision, despite several protests 
from The lron Sheik, Nikolai Volkoff, 
and their manager, Freddie Blassie. 

The bottom line supercedes all 
else. What's left from the night’s 
match, fought before 19,000 people 
and beamed to a nationwide cable 
audience, is an all-too-visible notch in 
the Communists’ loss column. And 
you can bet that’s one graphic that 
will be the chief topic when the Sheik 
and Volkoff sit down in the plush 
offices of the fervently capitalistic 
WWF and want to discuss title 
matches. 

Attempts as these to enshroud the 
skills of The Iron Sheik and Nikolai 
Volkoff, however thin and 
transparent as they might appear, do 
the trick. It’s the WWF's way of 


working the crowd, and they do it 
better than Richard Pryor. A Tito 
Santana or Junkyard Dog can appeal 
to the masses, mount letter-writing 
campaigns, scream no fair, and nine 


times out of 10 they'll see results. The 
Iron Sheik and Nikolai Volkoff, feared 
and hated, have no recourse. It’s an 
ignoble way to send two ex- 
champions packing. 1

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OME MEN ARE reared to rule. 

Others are born to boogie. The 
Road Warriors preen in the presence 
of pain. They are honed to hurt, 
primed to punish. There is an exis- 
tence of resistance. They conduct ca- 
tastrophe better than Bernstein ba- 
tons Beethoven. Today they are cast 
uncharacteristically. They sit quietly, 
with the drawn looks of students, dis- 
cussing strategy with the brains be- 
hind their brawn, Paul Ellering. 

Hawk’s feet are on the desk, not 
minding that the bottoms of his boots 
serve as testimony to the dirtiness of 
our big-city streets. The smell is eye- 
watering, although Hawk appears 
oblivious. Not so Animal. 

“Dammit, man, will you go in and 
wash those boots. I’m gonna throw * 
up ina second.” 

“An odor that would no doubt im- 
prove the smell of Hawk’s boots,” ob- 
serves Ellering. 

“| like the smell, boys,” Hawk ex- 
plains, drawing worried looks from 
his colleagues. “It reminds me of 
what I’ve been eating lately. It re- 
minds me of what I’m going to turn 
the Freebirds into. And what I’m go- 
ing to make Garvin and Regal 
swallow.” 

Ellering and Animal look at each 
other. They turn to Hawk and take 
deep breaths, drawing them in, suck- 
ing them down like sour memories. . 

The Road Warriors, most everyone 
agrees, have been had. Duped, de- 
nied, and unceremoniously dumped. 
The most explosive tag team in pro- 
fessional wrestling lost their belts not 
as expected, in a cloud of nuclear 


+ Be 
dust, but by the limp ministrations of 
bureaucracy. In the end, it was not 
some mysterious combination of 
strength and speed that defeated The 
Road Warriors; rather, it was the deci- 
sions of three-piece suits, of men 
whose knowledge of the ring is limit- 
ed to which is more cost effective, 
cotton or polyurethane padded turn- 
buckles, that lost Hawk and Animal 
the title they defended invincibly for 
well over a year. 

It happened like this: The Road 
Warriors were in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
scheduled to meet the team of Jim 
Garvin and Steve Regal. For the War- 
riors this night was to be routine. To 
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them victory had become instinctual, 
an epiglottis guarding a windpipe. 
Another triumph, another chapter 
added to their best-selling tome of 
How To Become Living Legends. Be- 
fore the match, Hawk spoke about 
piledriving Regal and Garvin at the 
same time. Animal kidded about a 
double-bodyslam. The musings of su- 
per-heroes. The daydreams of demi- 
gods. 

The match went as the bookies, 
who had tagged Garvin and Regal at 
45-1 to defeat the Warriors, 125-1 to 
defeat them and capture the belts, 
had predicted. Steve Regal became 
Play-Doh in Hawk and Animal's hands.

We told the NWA 
officials that something was going to 
happen. It always has in the past. But 
they told us that their hands were 
tied. They are an official tag team and 
all members of the team can be 
present during the match. They 
refused to allow us to station a man at 
ringside, and they refused to let 
another official stand guard near 
Khrushchev. 

“We were fed a lot of bureaucratic 
horsebleep and then we had our 
faces shoved in it. We started out by 
wrestling Ivan and Nikita Koloff and 
we lost the belts to Krusher 
Khrushchev. You get so frustrated 
that you want to scream.

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MIKE VON ERICH 


“I AIM TO BE STRONGER 


THAN EVER” 


HERE IS NOTHING middle-of- 

the-road about the Von Erich 
family. Since Fritz, the founding fa- 
ther, ravished opponents across the 
United States 20 years ago, the sur- 
name Von Erich had implied intensity, 
commitment to purpose, and a com- 
posite skill second to none. 

Of course, today’s generation of 
Von Erichs are less roughhewn, more 
palatable, and slightly smoother then 
their patriarch. Kerry, Kevin, and Mike 
Von Erich are more inclined toward 
the cheers of the fans, although their 
levels of commitment and skill remain 
in the upper echelons of the sport. 

The toughest battles the Von Erich 
family has fought, however, have oc- 
curred far from the wrestling ring. 
Their tragedy—a tragedy shared with 
their millions of fans—has occurred in 
hospital rooms and backyards, in 
grieving living rooms and funeral hall 
parlors. 

Jack, the oldest child of Fritz and 
Dottie Von Erich, was electrocuted 
while playing in the family’s backyard. 
He was five years old. Their third el- 
dest child, David, loved throughout the 
wrestling world, passed away in Japan 
two years ago. David was 22. 

Finally there is Mike, the second 
youngest, Several months ago, Mike 
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contracted toxic shock syndrome fol- 
lowing an operation on his shoulder. 
His chances of survival were so dim 
that last rites were administered by an 
attending priest. 

In true Von Erich fashion though, 
Mike defied all odds and survived. His 
recovery is now complete and he has 
begun tentatively working out in the 
hopes of a mid-1986 return to the ring.

wrestling at around 220-225. I aim 
to return at around 240. I aim to 
be stronger than ever. Being sick 
like I was is an incredibly sobering 
experience. I lied in bed, helpless, 
for weeks on end. I was so weak 
that someone had to feed me. 
When you’ve been in that position, 
you realize how important your 
health is. Kerry and Kevin are a 
pair of bulls. I aim to get as big as 
them. 

'Q: How did your brothers react to 

| your illness? 

A: Oh, heck. Those two are about the 
greatest guys in the world. And 
don’t let me forget about my baby 
brother Chris. He was right in 
there the whole time, too. I just 
remember hearing their voices. I 
can remember them saying to me 
‘C’mon, boy, we're with you, 
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doctors never told my mother how 
serious my condition was. Thank 
the Lord that everything worked 
out. 

: Once you get back into the ring, 
what will some of your immediate 
goals be? 

: My immediate goal, of course, is 
to just get back into the ring. I’ll 
probably begin by wrestling in tag 
teams with Kevin and Kerry, just 
to work my way slowly back. Be- 
fore I got sick, I had two tight 
matches against Ric Flair that I 
thought could have gone either 
way. I would like to get back into 
that position again. I think at 240 
pounds I’d give Flair a run for his 
money. 

: Besides winning the Americas title, 
Brian Adidas stepped right into 
your place alongside Kerry and 


Kevin in their six-man tag team. 
Do you anticipate any heat be- 
tween yourself and Brian once 
you're ready to come back? 


: Oh no, no way. Brian and I and 


the rest of the family are very 
close. Brian was at the hospital as 
much as anyone.

T WAS THE most horrible inci- 

dent that Atlanta wrestling fans had 
‘witnessed in years. 

In late September, Ric Flair was de- 
fending his NWA World heavyweight 
title against Nikita Koloff in a steel 
cage match in Atlanta’s Omni. At the 
end of the match, Nikita’s uncle Ivan 
and Krusher Khrushchev ran into the 
ring and helped Nikita in a triple-team 
on Flair. 

To the jubilant cheers of the crowd, 
Dusty Rhodes charged the ring and 
chased the Russians back to their 
dressing room. As if in reply, Ole and 
Arn Anderson ran into the cage and 
attacked Dusty. Flair, who had up to 
this point been lying on the mat ex- 
hausted and bloody, crawled over to 
the cage door and locked it. 

What happened next shocked and 
stunned the 10,000-plus fans in the 
Omni that night: Flair helped the An- 
dersons triple-team “The American 
Dream!”

The T-shirt Dusty Rhodes wears indicates that ‘‘The American Dream’’ has a sense of 
humor about the punishment he takes. Whether he realizes it or not, his body will have the 


last laugh. 
or other tissues around a joint. If 
you're walking along and you acci- 
dentally turn your ankle, it hurts for 
the moment. You've sprained your 
ankle slightly, but most of the time 
the pain will subside quickly. Com- 
pare that sprain to what might hap- 
pen if a 243-pound man leaped upon 
your ankle from a height of five feet. 
Dusty’s doctor, Joseph J. Estwanik of 
the Metrolina Orthopedic and Sports 
Medicine Clinic, strongly recommend- 
ed an operation. Dusty declined. He 
had something. else on his mind. 
Revenge. 

As soon as Dusty was able to 


stand on his ankle, he went into 


heavy training for his grudge match 


with Flair. The pain was by no means 
gone, but the ankle was_ strong 
enough to carry his 302 pounds. 
Rhodes might get through his rigor- 
ous training sessions without reinjur- 
ing the ankle and he might even get 
through the match with Flair without 
incident (although Flair is expected to 
gear his attack at the ankle). But 
Dusty is asking his ankle to do some- 
thing it is not ready to do, and at one 
point his ankle is going to have a 
grudge match against him. 

Pain is the body’s way of telling 


you there’s something wrong. If you 
choose to disregard that message 
and perform with pain, you are run- 
ning the risk of suffering what the 
medical profession refers to as a 
“chronic repetitive mismanagement 
injury.” An injury of that nature can- 
not be helped by an operation. 

Dr. James Nicholas, the New York 
Jets’ orthopedic surgeon, tried to ex- 
plain the concept of pain in a recent 
article in the Long Island newspaper 
Newsday. ‘“‘We know there’s electri- 
cal excitation in the sensory conveyor 
system that carries waves to the 
brain. We know certain chemicals in- 
hibit pain—opiates, analgesics ... 
what we don’t know is where the 
pain centers are located in the brain 
and why different people have differ- 
ent tolerances to it.” 

Rhodes does not believe in taking 
drugs to relieve pain. He’d rather 
tough it out than try to mask the 
symptoms, which is smart. But what 
iS not smart is ignoring those symp- 
toms entirely. The body can work on 
its own to relieve pain. Dr. Ronald 
Kanner, director of the unified pain 
service at Albert Einstein-Montefiore 
Medical Center, was quoted in the 
Newsday article as saying that the 
brain and spinal cord “manufacture a 
chemical substance with the proper- 
ties of morphine that relieves pain.” 

While the body can create its own 
natural “drugs” to relieve pain, it can- 
not repair on its own an injury as 
drastic as the one Dusty Rhodes suf- 
fered at The Omni. 

“What does The American Dream 
know about all them medical things? 
All | know is that if | can stand on 
these here feet, I'm gonna put Ric 
Flair on his seat,’ Rhodes said, sim- 
plifying things as only he can. 

But the human body is not that 
simple, Dusty. And the things you are 
getting away with today will come 
back to haunt you a few years from 
now. Your body is pretty smart. It 
knows what it can handle and it 
knows how to communicate with you. 
Don’t ignore it. It's the only one 
you've got, and it’s not very 
forgiving. O

Their lamentations are not shrill 
cries of protest. Yet, despite the 
legitimacy of their complaints, one 
must wonder if Morton and Gibson 
had their headphones turned up too 
loud when they agreed to this match 
in the first place. No time limit. No 
disqualificatons. Each team allowed to 
bring into the ring a tire chain. Ivan 
Koloff couldn't believe it. 

“They play right into our hands,” 
the veteran said, shaking his bald 
pate, “It amazing how stupid 
Americans are sometimes. They talk 


about pride. Big deal, pride! We now 
the champions. They are nothing but 
ptoooie.” Koloff colored his last 
statement with a well-aimed sphere of 
spittle, which he deposited skillfully 
in the bronze spittoon beside his 
desk. 

The Russian has lately taken a fancy 
to the peculiarly American custom of 
tobacco chewing. With his mouth 
working like an oil derrick in heat, he 
continued: ‘Russians are the smartest 
men in the world because we best at 
taking advantage of others’ 
weaknesses,” he spat, literally, “Now 
that we have the title again, no one 
can take it from us.

For the pair of 
225-pounders to battle a man like 
Nikita Koloff on his own terms—head 
to head with a chain and no 
disqualifications—is a decision that 
appears to lack sound judgment. 
“We had a very good reason,” 
differs Robert Gibson. “After we beat 
the Koloffs for the title, everyone 
accused us of lucking out. Since we 
beat Khrushchev and Ivan, they 
thought that we waltzed in by not 
having to wrestle Nikita. We aimed to 
show the world that we were for real. 


We were the ones who wanted a no- 
disqualification rule. We wanted the 
chain clause. After this match was 
over, we wanted there to be no way 
that anyone could say we didn’t 
deserve to be world champions. 

“We controlled the entire match.

with the AWA offices. In fact, after 
they had cleared the arena of The 
Freebirds and after their adrenaline 
had settled enough to allow fora 
press conference, Hawk was quoted 
as saying, “We got nothing to worry 
about. The videotapes of the match 
will show everything. This kind of 
thing happens all the time in the 
AWA. Martel has lost his belt twice 
and both times they reversed the de- 
cision. After they see what Hayes did, 
they'll probably suspend him.” 

Later that night, as the Legion of 
Doom prepared to fly home, Ellering 
called an impromptu press confer- 
ence at the airport, during which he 
said, “] have assurances from the 
AWA offices that this matter is under 
scrutiny even as we speak, | expect a 
judgment to be rendered either late 
tonight or early tomorrow morning.” 

Such assurances proved mislead- 
ing. It would be almost 10 days before 
any word was issued from the AWA 
offices. During that time Ellering re- 
portedly raged like a wounded buffa- 
lo. ft wasn’t unusual for him to call 
the AWA offices four and five times a 
day, barking incoherently at whoever 
was unfortunate enough to answer 
the phone. 

The wait proved to be insufferable 
for the Warriors, men used to attend- 


ing to the details of their lives them- 
selves. “I stared at Hawk for five days. 
Then when he became too ugly | 
stared at the walls,”’ revealed Animal. 

Finally, on the morning of the 11th 
day, this statement was released by 
the office of AWA President Stanley 
Blackburn: “The AWA is recognizing 
Jim Garvin and Steve Regal as its tag 
team champions. The referee's deci- 
sion is final in all matters. Official 
Marty Miller saw Garvin pin Road 
Warrior Animal and we recognize his 
ruling as being final. Under no cir- 
cumstances can a referee's decision 
be overrul 

Blackburn addressed the heart of 
the Warrior's protest when he stated, 
“There was no videotape of the 
match on this night.” It wasn’t until 
Inside Wrestling threatened a full- 
scale investigation into the matter that 
the tape “magically” appeared. De- 
spite the overwhelming evidence of 
outside interference, Blackburn re- 
mained steadfast. “The AWA stands 
by its original decision that a referee's 
verdict is final. The ruling stands. Gar- 
vin and Regal are the champions.” 

It remains unclear why the AWA 
has chosen this peculiar stand, when 
in the past they have routinely re- 
versed decisions based on a review of 


. the match videotape. They have been 
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AWA President Stanley Blackbum’s ruling 
against The Road Warriors’ protest is con- 
trary to prior AWA policy. 

less than fair with a pair of wrestlers 
who are arguably their biggest 
attraction. 

Conventional wisdom has it that 
the AWA chiefs of state have been 
shaken by both The Road Warriors’ 
recent threat to relinquish the tag 
team title if the AWA did not provide 
them with more challenging competi- 
tion and also the Warriors’ latest se- 
ries of bouts against the NWA cham- 
pion Koloffs—matches that have all 
been sellouts and that have filled the 
NWA coffers. Is Blackburn sending 
out a message to the Warriors? Is this 
thinly veiled admonishment designed 
to say to the Warriors, “No one dic- 
tates policy, no one bucks the system, 
no one is indispensible. The title be- 
longs to the AWA and wé can take it 
back from anyone we want, anytime 
we choose.” 

If it is, then Ellering’s response is as 
blunt. “I know Hawk and Animal 
won't rest until Hayes and Roberts 
are put out of wrestling, Defeating Re- 
gal and Garvin will be no problem. 
And once we regain the belts it’s just 
a matter of telling the AWA up what 
orifice they can stick them. We don’t 
need them. They need us. 

“Perhaps we have let down our 
guard too much. Perhaps it is time to 
remind everyone about how nasty we 
really are.”

As Barry blossomed, so will his 
younger brother. Look for Kendell 
to bottom out around 235 or 240. 
He wrestles lighter than Barry, who 
relies more on power moves. They 
both need more experience. What 
happened to Barry at WrestleMania 
should never happen to him again. 
That’s where | come in. Although 
my children aren't crazy about my 
style, they can learn from it. | know 
what men like Fred Blassie and 
Nikolai Volkoff are capable of, and 
that’s a knowledge that will be 
more valuable to Barry and Kendell 
than my cattle-breeding business. 

If you're looking for me to come 
out and say that one son is better 
than the other, you're asking the 
wrong man. In my heart | feel that 
Barry and Kendell possess an equal 
amount of tools. There is very little 
difference between them. Naturally, 
at this stage of their careers, Barry 
is the more polished of the two.
